Council may pull plug on 
infected water fountain

THERE is a possibility the fountain in 
Northampton may not be turned back on. 

The leader of Northampton Borough 
Council has expressed his anger over not 
being told the reason for the Market Square 
water feature being switched off. 

Councillor David Mackintosh was speaking 
exclusively to the Herald & Post after we 
reported the delay in councillors and the 
public being told about Legionella bacteria 
being found in it. 

Cllr Mackintosh, who was on annual leave 
when it was discovered, found out four days 
after officers at the council received the test 
results. 

An internal and external investigation are 
ongoing to find out what exactly happened 
and what changes may need to be made to 
the fountain. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “I am supposed to be 
told as quickly as possible and that did not 
happen in this case. That’s part of the inves¬ 
tigation to find out why the process was not 
properly followed. I was extremely angry.” 

He added: “It is something we are con¬ 
stantly testing for public safety and if we ever 
felt there was a reason for it not to be 
deemed safe, which is what happened, then 
it would be turned off. 

“We took the view early in the year with the 



water drought to switch it off to show we 
treated water responsibly. 

“I have asked for an investigation to take 
place to find out how the situation arose that 
the water fountain was switched off. But I 
was not made aware of it, which is unaccept¬ 
able. I have made it clear to officers that it’s 
not acceptable. 

“All options are open going forward. Until 
we are satisfied it’s safe for the public we will 
not be switching it back on. We need to con¬ 
sider the long term future. 

“We could make some structural changes 
to the fountain based on the findings, which 
could include changes to how it operates or 
fencing the area off so the public cannot walk 
through it. It may never be switched back 
on.”

Authority backs 
residents’ doubts 
over care facility 


A RESIDENT campaigning against 
proposals to extend a care facility in 
Spratton is celebrating after the parish 
council unanimously agreed to oppose 
the plans. 

Paul Honeywell, of Spratton Lodge, 
spoke at Spratton Hall on Tuesday 
night to publicly call on councillors to 
say no to the development. 

At the packed meeting, Spratton 
parish councillors all agreed to oppose 
it. 

The Broomhill, in Holdenby Road, 
was bought by St Matthews Healthcare 
last year and currently provides accom¬ 
modation for 15 people suffering from 
a range of mental health issues. 

Under the plans a further 84 rooms 
would be added. 

Mr Honeywell said: “We believe there 
has been more than 200 letters of 
objections to Daventry District 
Council. That is a substantial number 
to take the effort to write. 

“It was a really good outcome on 
Tuesday night.”

10 days to save prison 


WELLINGBOROUGH 
Prison could be handed a 
stay of execution in the 
next ten days. 

Yesterday, Conservative 
MP Peter Bone, the repre¬ 
sentative for Welling¬ 
borough and Rushden, 
argued the case against the 
jail being closed at a spe¬ 
cial debate in Westminster 
Hall. 

While he did not get 
assurances the county 
prison would remain 
open, the backbencher 
said the campaign 
launched to keep it open 
was in a better position 


than it was 24 hours ago. In 
July, the then Justice 
Secretary, Kenneth Clarke 
announced the category C 
prison would close by the 
end of the year, saving 
£10m. 

The recent cabinet 
reshuffle may prove a 
blessing in disguise for 
protesters who have been 
fighting hard for this deci¬ 
sion to be reversed. 

A petition launched by 
prison officer’s wife Lynne 
Holcombe collected nearly 
3,000 signatures from peo¬ 
ple who did not agree with 
the prison closing and this 


was presented to 
Parliament on Monday by 
Mr Bone. 

He said: “I will be meet¬ 
ing with the new Justice 
Secretary Jeremy Wright in 
the next ten days. 

“I am hoping that by hav¬ 
ing this private meeting I 
might be able to persuade 
him to reconsider the posi¬ 
tion. I hope I can put the 
argument to him and get 
him to keep it open. 

“I think this is best alter¬ 
native we could have got at 
this stage as the new min¬ 
ister has only been in his 
job for four hours.”

COUNCILLORS and business represen¬ 
tatives had a last tour of the Fishmarket 
before it is demolished in the next two 
months. 

It was part of an update on the 
Northampton Alive regeneration projects 
which was kick-started in March. 

The Lishmarket site will be the home of 
the new bus station. 

Speakers from both the borough and 
county council told business leaders how 
the developments had been going. 

Peter Mawson, chief executive of West 
Northamptonshire Development 

Corporation (WNDC), spoke about the 
Castle Station plans. 

He said: “At the moment it doesn’t 
provide anything that anyone in 
Northampton would want. Whatever rea¬ 
son people have for travelling through 
Northampton, it doesn’t satisfy that need. 



“Yet it is so important to the town. In the 
heart of the enterprise zone there sits 
Castle Station, right in the middle. It is 
not providing the facilities we all feel it 
needs.” 

Northampton Borough Council leader, 
Councillor David Mackintosh, said: 
“There’s still more to be done to attract 
more business investment and jobs. We 



want more help in securing that vision.” 

He added that Legal and General, owner 
of the Grosvenor Centre, has appointed 
new architects and planning consultants 
for the redevelopment. 

On Wednesday councillors will be given 
the chance to see and discuss the time¬ 
line of the ‘Big Six’ developments, which 
will take place over the next two years.

NORTHAMPTON 
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Former office block is given the 
go ahead to become £3m school 


COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
buy an empty office block for £1.6 
million and turn it into a school. 

It will cost another £1.3m to 
make the conversions to turn 
Stirling House in Cliftonville 
Road, Northampton, into an 
‘annexe’ of AbingtonVale Primary 
School. 

Opening next September, it will 
be a base for 210 pupils. 

The purchase was agreed at a 
Northamptonshire County 
Council cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The authority has stated there 
has been ‘unprecedented 
demand’ for school places, mean¬ 
ing seven schools need to be 


enlarged, including Earl Spencer 
Primary School in Northampton 
and Weedon Bee Primary School 
inWeedon. 

The plan had come under criti¬ 
cism last week from opposition 
councillors as well as a local head¬ 
teacher. 

Across the county 3,150 extra 
places are needed. 

Yesterday the council 
announced it was looking to close 
Braybrooke Primary School in 
Market Harborough because 
falling numbers mean it ‘might no 
longer be financially viable’. 

The authority estimates if it was 
to build a school it would have 
cost about £6m.

Pitch politics halt 
memorial meeting

A MOTHER has criticised atten¬ 
dees at a public meeting about a 
plan to have a memorial pitch in 
memory of her son for making it 
‘political’. 

A large group of Far Cotton resi¬ 
dents and local councillors met 
last Thursday to talk about poten¬ 
tial changes to land in Eagle 
Drive, Northampton. 

Options include using the land 
for a pitch in memory of 
Northampton-born footballer 
Richard Butcher, who died last 
year, and the Saints having a 
training facility there. 

No firm plans are in place but in 
fuly Northampton Borough 
Council agreed to look at the land. 

But the meeting ended abruptly 
when Richard’s mother Gail, who 
organised it, became upset at 
people using the time to ‘score 
political points’. 

She said: “I have tried to raise 
money in memory of my son in 
support of the community. 

“Football pitches are needed in 
the area and the only reason we 



pushed ahead with plans was 
because that is what the public 
wanted. I don’t want my son’s 
name tarnished because of poli¬ 
tics. I don’t feel that is fair to my 
family or Richard.” 

David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “There are no firm plans at 
this stage. However, we do know 
there may be a real opportunity to 
deliver top class training facilities 
for our sporting teams as well as a 
fitting tribute to a local sportsman 



who died tragically young. 
However, all that has been agreed 
so far is that we are looking at 
what might be possible. 

“As plans do come forward and a 
proposal does look like it will ben¬ 
efit the town and local area, there 
will be a full public consultation. 

“We will need to ask residents 
what they think about leasing 
public land, and the planning 
process will also give everyone a 
chance to have their say on any 
proposals.”

A MAN was caught trying to get a 
British driving licence when he 
used a fake Portugese one as 
identity. 

Rasim Kurnaz, 43, bought the 
bogus ID from a man who came 
into the takeaway shop where he 
worked so he didn’t have to take a 
driving test. 

Kurnaz, who is a Turkish national, 


did not think he would pass a 
British driving test because of the 
language barrier. 

But when he sent the Portugese 
licence to the DVLA as an 
application to convert it to a 
Biritish one it was discovered to be 
a fraud by staff. 

Kurnaz of Bern Links, Northamp¬ 
ton, initially denied he knew about 


the application when interviewed 
but pleaded guilty last week at 
Northampton Crown Court to an 
offence of possession of a identity 
document with improper intention. 

He was handed a eight-month 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, ordered to carry out 250 
hours unpaid work in the comm¬ 
unity and must pay £150 costs. 


Terry wants more 
detail in parish bid

A COUNCILLOR has questioned 
the reasoning behind not giving 
out leaflets to homes explaining 
potential changes to parish 
councils before a referundum. 

Terry Wire, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
Labour group, says it is ‘unaccept¬ 
able’ the council is not distribut¬ 
ing information to affected 
households. 

Plans are in the pipeline to 
create more parish councils in the 
borough and a referendum will be 
held on November 15. 

He said: “As a parish council is 
going to cost every household in 
the respective area, we firmly 
believe every household should 
have some direct literature and 



consultation documents.” He 
added: “Without getting any 
formal information through the 
post many households are going 
to wake up one morning to find a 
demand through the letterbox to 
pay an extra tax.” 

Cllr Brandon Eldred said: “This 
year people across Northampton 
have been joining the debate 
about how best to represent their 
area. We began this process in 
January and so far thousands of 


people have got involved. This 
week we have started the latest 
phase and are asking people to 
comment on 12 proposals to cre¬ 
ate new parish councils or change 
the boundaries of existing ones. 

“As well as advertising in the 
Herald & Post we have promoted 
the consultation online, in our 
offices and reception areas, at 
local community centres, through 
schools, at local community 
forums and in the media.” 

He added: “We want as many 
people as possible to join the 
debate, however, after discussing 
the options we could not justify 
spending tens of thousands on 
sending out leaflets to every 
household.”

Meat-free diet will help us cope 

LEADING scientists from the Stockholm 
International Water Institute recently announced 
that people around the world might be forced to 
adopt a vegetarian diet in order to cope with 
future water shortages. They argue that with an 
extra two billion people expected to be alive in 
2050, there simply won’t be enough fresh water 
to support animal farming, which requires 5-10 
times as much water to produce the same 
amount of protein as plant-based foods. 

Adopting a global vegetarian diet makes perfect 
sense, especially when you consider that animal 
farming is also responsible for more greenhouse 
gas emissions than all the motorised vehicles in 
the world, as well as widespread deforestation in 
South America and elsewhere. Growing crops is 
much more efficient in terms of space, water and 
energy use and a plant-based diet provides all the 
nutrients we need. So, in a world with a growing 
population and diminishing resources it seems 
logical to feed plants directly to people rather 
than to animals, who are then killed for meat.

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Firm’s £14m accounting black hole cuts its assets 


A NORTHAMPTON-based company 
has reported a £14 million black 
hole in its accounts as a result of a 
‘mis-statement of accounting 
balances’ 

Pheonix IT Group, which is based 
in Hunsbury Hill Avenue, made the 
announcement on the London 
Stock Exchange on Monday. 

In a statement, the board said: 


‘Following organisational changes 
within the finance function and a 
number of internal reviews into 
working capital within the Group, 
information has very recently 
come to light indicating the 
mis-statement of a number of 
accounting balances within Servo 
Limited and its subsidiaries over a 
number of accounting periods. The 


information currently available 
suggests that certain control 
processes within the finance 
function at Servo Limited’s Birstall 
site in Leeds have been repeatedly 
and deliberately circumvented.’ 

In order to correct the 
‘mis-statements’ it will face a 
reduction in net assets of £14m on 
a post-tax basis. 



Man wanted for 13 
years faces court

A MAN who was wanted for an 
offence for 13 years has finally 
faced justice for his crime. 

Donald Lunn absconded when 
he was due in Northampton 
Crown Court in 1999 to face a 
charge of handling stolen goods. 

The offence was in relation to a 
‘bogus hijacking’ which took 
place in Northampton in 1997. 

A lorry driver had been found 
with his hands tied in Wrexham 
and was to tell the police he had 
been forced to drive his HGV to 
Wales after being stopped by two 
men at a service station in 
Northampton. 

It transpired, however, that he 
had been complicit in the robbery 
- which saw the trailer of his lorry 



containing £350,000 of electrical 
items being stolen. 

The trailer was traced to a depot 
and linked to Lunn and his broth¬ 
er David. 

David Lunn pleaded guilty to 
the offence of handling stolen 
items in 1999 and was fined 
£3,000. 

Donald Lunn, of West 
Bromwich, however, did not show 


up for court until last Thursday. In 
mitigation, his barrister Martin 
Butterworth said: “For 13 years he 
has been leading a working and 
perfectly lawful life.” 

fudge Richard Bray said: “This is 
a strange story which goes all the 
way back to 1999 when you were 
found in possession of a stolen 
trailer worth £6,000 or so. 

“Instead of coming to court you 
disappeared. You haven’t been 
arrested until very recently. 

“You would have gone to prison 
for the original offence and 
absconding but I do bear in mind 
you have led a perfectly law abid¬ 
ing life; in marked contrast to 
your previous life.” 

fudge Bray handed him a nine 
month jail term, suspended for 
two years. He was also ordered to 
pay £3,000.

A MAN has been fined £1,500 
for driving a private hire vehi¬ 
cle without a licence. 

Terry Morgan of Milton 
Malsor was prosecuted by 
South Northamptonshire 
Council for operating without 
the required licence and for 
using a vehicle as a private hire 
car without having a 
current licence. 

He failed to attend 
Wellingborough Magistrates’ 
Court and was tried and fined 
in his absence on August 23. In 
addition to the fine of £750 per 
offence, Morgan was ordered 
to pay £150 costs and a victim 
surcharge fee of £15. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The law relating to taxis and 
private hire vehicles was put in 
place to ensure the public can 
be confident that they are in a 
safe method of transport. 

“An unlicensed taxi or private 
hire vehicle won’t have the cor¬ 
rect insurance, and checks 
won’t have been carried out to 
show that the vehicle is safe, 
which may put any passengers 
in that vehicle at risk. And an 
unlicensed driver won’t have 


been through the rigorous 
safety checks that we require. 

“I would urge passengers to 
keep an eye out for official 
plates on both the inside and 
outside of the car which show 
it is legitimately licensed, and I 
very much hope this case 
sends a clear message that we 
will take action against illegal 
activities that may put the 


public at risk.” Since the case 
Morgan has applied for a 
licence and this is currently 
being considered.

SOLD is part of the county¬ 
wide GLOBAL FOOTPRINT 
project that celebrates 
Northamptonshire’s defining 
creative economy - its boot 
and shoe trade. 

Conceptual fashion design¬ 
er Jo Cope has created the 
boundary-pushing artwork, 


made up of layer upon layer 
of soling leather. 

It celebrates the traditional 
shoe making process and also 
captures Jo’s admiration for 
her grandmother who worked 
as a shoe healer for most of 
her life. 

During her research for the 
piece she spent a number of 
days at Northamptonshire 
shoe factory Edward Green 
which has been making shoes 
since 1890. 

Jo said: “I was excited to 
record each skilled hand and 
beautiful old machine tech¬ 
nique by the many craftsmen. 

“It takes several weeks to 
make each pair; made to last 
a lifetime. In the same way 
that a footprint in a landscape 
is evidence of someone’s past 
presence, I was particularly 
interested in capturing the 
life and mark of the individual 
worker on each pair of shoes.” 

The museum is open 
Tuesday to Saturday 10am to 
5pm and Sunday 2pm to 
5pm. Admission is free.

opposite is true, you have to admire Nissan for 
having the courage to do something different. 
Very different. 

The Juke really does drive as its looks suggest it 
should. 

Which is just as well given that the top version, 
the car tested here, has a 1.6-litre turbocharged 
DiG-T petrol engine developing a potent 190PS, 
good for rest to sixty in just 8.0s on the way to 


134mph. But the majority of Juke models are 
sold with less frantic powerplants - either a 
117PS 1.6-litre petrol version with the same 
torque as the turbo or a HOPS 1.5-litre dCi diesel, 
both capable of rest to sixty in around 11s on the 
way to about llOmph. 

Here at last is SUV-like style for the small car 
sector without any SUV-like compromises, 
precisely the same trick the company's bigger 


Qashqai model pulled off in targeting bigger 
family-sized models in the larger market 
segment above. 

It’s an approach that’s worked once more here 
and one that will doubtless be much-copied, just 
as the Qashqai was. 

But this is the original. And if you’re either 
young, or young at heart, I can see why you may 
also think it be the best.

Pisi’s reasons to be 
cheerful - part two

GEORGE Pisi is probably the hap¬ 
piest man in rugby. Indeed, the 
Samoan star had even more rea¬ 
son to be cheerful on Saturday 
after scoring two tries that helped 
Northampton Saints to a 24-19 vic¬ 
tory in their Aviva Premiership 
opener at Gloucester. 

Kingsholm is proving to be some¬ 
thing of a happy hunting ground for 
Pisi, who carried on where he left 
off in his award-laden debut sea¬ 
son. Back in February, he took man 
of the match honours and was also 
on the score sheet against the 
Cherry and Whites. 

On that occasion, he was on the 
losing team. Saturday proved a dif¬ 
ferent story though, with the centre 
leading the way on the try-scoring 
front while the Saints survived 


being down to 13 men due to two 
quick sin binnings in the closing 
stages to take the win. 

“I’ve been quite lucky down here, 
but I’m just happy that this time we 
won and didn’t lose,” said Pisi, 
reflecting on the result. 

“The last couple of minutes were 
really tough for the boys, but we 
really wanted to win and start off 
the season on a high. 

“For us, it really showed how good 
a team we are and what we can do. 

“We work together, we’ve worked 
hard as a team all pre-season lead¬ 
ing up to this and when it came 
down to it we were able to come out 
on top.” 

Northampton had dominated the 
first 40 minutes of the contest and 
held an 11-point lead at the inter¬ 
val. However, Gloucester roared 
back in the second half and, after 
debutant GJ van Velze and replace¬ 
ment Paul Doran Jones were yellow 
carded inside the last ten minutes, 


there was a deep, dark sense of fore¬ 
boding. 

Worry ye not, though, as the 
Saints, despite being pinned back 
on their own line for much of that 
period, battled to keep the hosts at 
bay and take only their second win 
at Kingsholm in seven years. 

After that, Pisi and his team-mates 
must have had the half time words 
of director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
still ringing in their ears. “He told us 
that we were doing well and that we 
needed to kill off the game, and we 
let them in during the first ten min¬ 
utes,” explained the centre. 

“Against a team like Gloucester, 
especially with the home crowd on 
their backs, it’s hard to get on top of 
them. We’ve got a lot to work on. 
We’re good in part, but that was our 
downfall last year. We couldn’t seal 
out games and we let Gloucester 
back in as well. 

“For us going forward, we’ve got to 
work on killing the game and win¬ 


ning by 20 points, which we should 
have done.” 

The defence will have their work 
cut out for them at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Sunday when they face 
an Exeter Chiefs team that ran ram¬ 
pant at home to Sale Sharks in their 
opener, running out 43-6 victors. 

Pisi believes Northampton can 
take heart from their valiant rear¬ 
guard at Gloucester though, and 
hopes that it has set the tone for the 
rest of the season. 

“It’s really digging deep and doing 
it for the team,” he explained. “I 
think it brings the best out of play¬ 
ers, especially when your down and 
you don’t have the comfort of other 
people there because you’ve got to 
work a little bit harder. 

“That’s why we do these pre¬ 
seasons. You have to work hard to 
get that second wind and do your 
best for the boys. We pride ourselves 
on our defence and I hope that can 
be the strength of our team.” 


Mallinder’s nerves put through wringer 


JIM Mallinder has endured some heart-in¬ 
mouth moments during his tenure as 
Northampton Saints director of rugby, but 
there are perhaps few as nerve-wracking as the 
closing stages of Saturday’s win. 

With his side leading Gloucester by just five 
points, down to 13 men due to yellow cards for 
GJ van Velze and Paul Doran Jones, and the 
home side piling on relentless pressure, 
Mallinder could do little but watch. 

Nevertheless, a monumental defensive effort 
saw the Saints hold out for a 24-19 victory at 
Kingsholm to get their Aviva Premiership sea¬ 
son off to a winning - if not entirely perfect - 


start. “It was an exciting finish, but not the sort 
of one you really want,” said Mallinder. 

“I was pleased with our first half performance 
-1 thought we played well and took our oppor¬ 
tunities well. 

“But we talked about controlling the game in 
the second half and we certainly didn’t do that, 
and I think that in the end we were probably 
lucky to win. 

“We lost the ball from the kick off, got turned 
over straight away, had an opportunity to clear 
our lines, which we didn’t take and got turned 
over. That pressure just builds and that’s what 
happens.” 


Mallinder conceded there are improvements 
to be made ahead of the visit of Exeter Chiefs on 
Sunday. 

He said: “You’ve got to look at the perform¬ 
ance, and the team spirit was really good to 
hang on in there with 13 men for ten minutes, 
and we need to learn the lessons of that second 
half. 

“We’re a good team with the ball in hand and 
we’ve got to be sensible. 

“Sometimes you’ve got to stop playing too 
much rugby, be pragmatic and put the ball in 
the corner, and make them over-play - which is 
something we didn’t do in that second half.” 
















Boothroyd praises

AIDY Boothroyd gave them their chance and 
they delivered. Now the Northampton Town 
boss is facing a pleasing selection dilemma 
after a side featuring five changes defeated MK 
Dons in Tuesday’s Johnstone’s Paint Trophy tie. 

Jake Robinson, thrust straight into the starting 
line-up after not featuring all season, grabbed 
the headlines for his 35-yard thunderbolt that 
proved the difference in the 1-0 win, but the likes 
of Adebayo Akinfenwa, Ishmel Demontagnac 
and Louis Moult also played their part. 

Cobblers have drawn with Southend United 
then lost to Plymouth Argyle in their most recent 
League Two outings, and Boothroyd is now con¬ 
sidering changes for Saturday’s visit of AFC 
Wimbledon. 

He will have Ben Harding and John Johnson 
available again after injury, along with rested trio 
Luke Guttridge, Dave Artell and Clive Platt. 

Several players who have been on the fringes 


may well have forced their way into the reckon¬ 
ing as well though. 

“I said to the lads before the game, some of 
them have been out of the team, some have been 
on the bench and not got on, and some of them 
have been in Outer Mongolia and frozen right 
out,” Boothroyd said. 

“But that’s the way the game is and you’ve got 
two choices - you can either sulk, blame the 
world and usually blame me, or you can 
respond, and I thought everybody was terrific. 

“We go into a game against AFC Wimbledon on 
Saturday where I was disappointed with the 
Southend and Plymouth results. 

“But we’ve got some good players and it’s that 
consistency that’s important. The team has been 
the same and we have made a steady start, and a 
lot of the same players have played. 

“This says to them that you aren’t getting a free 
ride all season, and you’re not going to play if 
you play badly or you make the same mistakes 
over and over.” 

Town managed to survive an onslaught from 
Milton Keynes in the second half and it could 
have all been different had substitute Jabo 


Ibhere managed to tuck away Charlie 
MacDonald’s pass across the face of goal in the 
closing stages. 

On-loan goalkeeper Lee Nicholls also pulled off 
a string of fine saves to keep the Dons at bay, and 
Boothroyd was pleased with the way his side 
performed after defeats in their previous two 
matches. 

“Football is a very weird game, isn’t it?” he said. 
“We had a game on Thursday against Wolves and 
you think at the end of it that, despite them 
being a Championship team, we should have got 
more out of it. 

“You go to Plymouth and, even though it’s a 
long way, you fancy your chances because of the 
group that you’ve got and the way we are pro¬ 
gressing, and we beat ourselves. 

“Then you have a game like this where it’s the 
last of three in six days against a very good team 
that are going to have the ball a lot and run 
around you, and you end up winning it. 

“We played very well, created lots of chances, 
had to defend but so did they. Both teams made 
changes and I thought every player to a man was 
outstanding.”

JAKE Robinson knows he is waiting 
for another chance at Northampton 
Town that might never come, but 
after his match-winning wonder 
goal against MK Dons on Tuesday 
evening he hopes he has made man¬ 
ager Aidy Boothroyd take notice. 

It has not been an easy time for the 
25-year-old forward since moving to 
Sixfields last summer. It was not even 
certain he would still be here after the 
transfer window closed last Friday 
having being deemed surplus to 
requirements. 

However, Robinson seized his 
moment after being handed a start in 
the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy first 
round tie. His 11th minute volley 
from 35 yards proved to be the differ¬ 
ence between the sides. 

“In an ideal world the manager says 
‘you’ve played really well so here’s a 
chance in the league’, but we all know 
that’s not how it works in football, but 
I’ll be ready,” said Robinson. 

“I’m prepared for all eventualities and 
I’m waiting for a chance, whether that 
comes or not. If I have to play some¬ 
where else, then I’m match fit and 
ready because I keep working hard. 

“I’d love it to be here and I’d love to 
get another chance because I feel like 
I have come back this year a different 
player to last year. 

“That goal probably shows that a lit¬ 
tle bit, and it’s annoying for me 
because I feel really good and might 


not get a chance for another couple 
of weeks, but I’m keeping positive.” 

That strike was his first goal for the 
Cobblers, coming in his 36th appear¬ 
ance, and when he was substituted 
for fellow forgotten man Paul 
Turnbull in the 75th minute he was 
given a standing ovation. 

Robinson thanked the fans for their 
backing over the past 14 months, but 
whether or not he has done enough 
to force his way into the reckoning for 
Saturday’s League Two game at home 
to AFC Wimbledon remains to be 
seen, as he has yet to feature in a 
league match day squad this season. 

Robinson said: “I came back know¬ 
ing my chances were possibly going 
to be limited, but after pre-season 
went well I thought that I might have 
half a chance. 

“The first game away at Rochdale, I 
was surprised not to be involved at 
all, but it’s the gaffer’s decision and 
since then the squad has done really 
well. They’ve scored goals and I’m not 
complaining about that, so why 
would you change a team that is 
doing well? 

“I thought pre-season went well for 
me; I came back fit, strong, scored 
goals, played minutes and then it 
worked out I wasn’t in the gaffer’s 
plans. What else could I do? I didn’t 
change my attitude at all. I kept work¬ 
ing hard, kept plugging away and 
doing the best that could help the 
team get results. 

“It wasn’t happening for me, but I’m 
not a player that’s going to start sulk¬ 
ing and venting my frustration.”

But he managed the full 80 minutes 
in Saturday’s season-opening 24-19 
victory at Gloucester after making his 
comeback during pre-season. 

“Without a doubt, we missed him last 
season,” said Saints director of rugby 
Mallinder. “He is important to the team 
and it is good that he is playing. 

“I’m delighted for him to play a full 80 
minutes when we’ve been taking it 
steady with him. He hasn’t overplayed 
in pre-season, so we’ve just been drip¬ 
feeding him in and I think he’s really 
pleased to have got through the 80 
minutes.

Mallinder, though, would not be drawn 
on those prospects, saying: “That’s 
probably a little bit too far away for 
Tom. It is a cliche, but it’s that next 
game for him. We know the potential of 
Tom Wood and hopefully he can have a 
big season for us.”
